The Democratic Party Cannot Be Counted 
Off the National Turf. 


All over the country the newspapers 
of all parties and their casual corre- 
spondents of all degrees of political 

intelligence and 
activity are dis- 
cussing what may 
be expected from 
t h e democratic 
party in forth- 
coming cam- 
piagns. 
They all assume 
that the party is 
not dead, by a 
darned sight, and 
that it has plenty 
of opportunity 
and power to 
make any national 
campaign highly 
lively and conse- 
quential. But they 
also realize that the party as a. na- 
tional factor needs organization and 
coherence of program and purpose, 

The old “Tiger” of France, Clemen- 
ceau, who is now fighting against age 
and the sable angel, once said that “a 
man can be a god, but the mass of 
men is only a mob!” and that is 
worth thinking about when one con- 
templates the hetereogeneity of the 
democrats of the nation, the demoral- 
ization which followed the’ 1928 presi- 
dential election, and the present lack 
of a commanding leader. 

No one can repose much hope for 
an early return of the party to mili- 
tancy, popularity and power until it 
rallies into compact fighting units, 
state by state, and until some superior 
statesman of the Tilden, Cleveland 
and Wilson spirit and stature arises 
from the ranks to lead toward victory.

Where Present Reliance Must Rest. 

While the rank and file of the party 
is waiting for an organizer and leader, 
their reliance for keeping the party in 
the popular mind as a political force 
must rest with its policy makers. 

Just now they happen to be repre- 
sentatives of the party in the federal 
senate. There was an earlier era 
when both the major parties relied 
upon their representatives in the house 
of congress to raise the divisive issues 
and formulate the national policies of 
either party. But that reliance re- 
mains now only to the republicans. 
By the great majority they hold in 
the house, and by using the exclusive 
power of the house to initiate revenue 
and expense bills, their ways and 
means and their appropriations com- 
mittee can still set forth the big fiscal 
policies which operate so powerfully 
with the people to determine their 
political support. 

The democrats in the present house 
are practically impotent. They can 
only bark; they cannot bite. No one 
looks to them to formulate a party 
policy for either the immediate or the 
far future. 

The democratic senators are those 
to whom only the files of the party 
can look to offer any sort of issues, 
and proffer of national policies, with 
which to challenge the republican par- 
ty at the polls next year, or in 1932.

GIRL FLATLY DENIES 
STORY OF PANTAGES 


Eunice Pringle, on Stand 
Second Time, Gives Lie 
to Theater Man. 


Los Angeles, October 23—(@)— 
Eunice Pringle made a blanket denial 
of the principal contradictory testi- 
mony of defense witneses late today 
as she appeared a second time in the 
trial of Alexander Pantages, wealthy 


showman, accused of a statutory of- 
fense against her. 

The young dancer’s voice was firm 
as she offered rebuttal testimony on 
th: eve of the close of presentation 
of evidence in the trial of the multi- 
millionaire theater man. 

Without faltering, and é¢ouching her 
answers in tones often indignant, she 
assailed the sensational version which 
Pantages had cast about her story. 

Miss Pringle took the stand after 
the defense had rested its case follow- 
ing upon the completion of Mr, Pan- 
tages’ testimony. Before the state be- 
gan presentation of rebuttal evidence, 
excused because of 
“mental and physical exhaustion.” 

The juror was Harvey Confett, re- 
garding whom the court said it had 
“other information’’ which it did not 
disclose. His place on the jury was 
taken by Mrs. William Ringles, one 
of the two alternates selected at the 
opening of the trial three weeks ago. 
Coenfett complainied twice of illness 
and was examined by a physician be- 
fore the court released him. 

The end of the defense case was 
marked with unusually suddenness fol- 
lowing the completion of testimony 
from Pantages, who was on the stand 
for 15 minutes today after undergoing 
— a full day of questioning Tues- 
ay. 

Although the defense rested, it re- 
served the right to call a witness for 
direct exanmination later who was not 
avaialable at the moment.

Accountant Testifies. 

R. D. Rank, government accountant, 
testified that approximately $60,000 
of the guarantee fund had been with- 
drawn from various banks and de- 
posited in the Farmers’ and Traders’ 
bank here, which gave the fund a 
balance of nearly $97,000. The ledger 
shows thar $75,000 of this was almost 
immediately withdrawn by the Bank- 
ers’ Trust Company. 

Reading statements of the guarantee 
fund balance, Mr. Rank went on to 
give the various amounts in the fund 
from 1918 up to the time of the crash 
in 1926. In each case, he stated, it 
was in excess of $400,000. The 
amount given for January, 1926, was 
$447,000, and Oscar Dooly, veceiver 
for the fund, testified later that the 
fund contained approximately $2,000 
in July, 1926 

Bankers on Stand. 

Various bank officials from Georgia 
and Florida were called to the stand 
aud testified that they had subscribed 
to this fund through the Bankers’ 
Trust Company and that elaborately 
gotten up “certificates of membership’ 
had been received from this concern 
and distributed to their customers as 
advertisements, 

A pamphlet describing the fund was 
presented as evidence and gave details 
of the arrangement whereby a cash 
insurance fund of $400,000 was main- 
tained at all times separate from all 
other assets.

C omplete Text of Speech ig 
By Hoover at Louisville 


The following is the full text of 
President Hoover's address delivered 
last night at Memorial hall, Louisville, 
Ky., at the dedication of the Ohio 
river channel: 

To My Fellow -Citizens: 

I am sure it is a great disappoint- 
ment that this meeting could not have 
been held upon the waterfront as was 


planned. It seemed to me that the 
plan of your committee for me to ad- 
dress you upon the policies of this 
administration in waterway develop- 
ment from the pilot house of the 
steamer upon which we arrived at 
Louisville this evening had a peculiar 
fitness. 

I was greatly relieved, however, 
when you changed that plan. ‘The en- 
thusiasm of the citizens of Louisville 
for waterway development was wel 
shown by the thousands who met us 
upon our arrival and I fear that their 
earuestness for that cause would have 
led them to brave the cold rain even 
at the risk of health. 

During the day we have completed 
the journey from Cincinnati to Louis- 
ville as part of the celebration of the 
Ohio valley upon the completion of 
the improvement of the Ohio river 
into a modern waterway. 


The river has now been formally 
opened to traffic from above Pitts- 
burgh, 1,000 miles to Cairo, on the 
Mississippi, from which point ‘an- 
other 1,000 miles of modernized water- 
way leads to the sea at New Orleans. 
By dams and locks, by dredging and 
revetments, we have transformed the 
Ohio river from a stream of shallows, 
ofttimes dangerous even to rafts, into 
a canalized waterway of an assured 
9 feet of depth at all seasons. This 
transformation will not revive the 
romantic steamboatin’ days of Mark 
Twain, but it will move more goods. 

The picturesque floating palaces of 
Mark Twain’s day drew 2 or 3 feet 
of water and even then found their 
way precariously around the bends 
among the snags and over sand bars. 
In time they were unable to compete 
with the spreading railroads, and 
river navigation passed into its dark 
ages. But now is its day of renais- 
sance. Upon deep and regular chan- 
nels unromantie Diesel tugs now tow 
long trains of steel barges. What the 
river has lost in romance it has gained 
in tonnage, for in steamboatin’ days 
200 tons was a great cargo, while to- 
day 10,000 tons is moved with less 
men and less fuel. It is thus by deep- 
er channels and new inventions that 
our rivers come back as great arteries 
of commerce after half a century of 
paralysis. And the new waterways 
are not competitive but complemen- 
tary to our great and efficient rail- 
ways. It is the history of transpor- 
tation that an increase of facilities 
and a cheapening of transportation 
increase the volume of traffic. 

In the steamboatin’ days the riv- 
ers were the great arteries for travel. 
Those who must hurry will have little 
inclination to journey by river steam- 
ers, but those who wish recreation 
may well return to this magnificent 
and powerful river The majesty of 
the Ohio was born of the ice age, half 
a million years ago. Its beauty re- 
mains today undisturbed by our im- 
provements, and will remain long aft- 
er our nation and race have been re- 
placed with some other civilization. 
And those who love the glories of “Ole 
Man River” may now again find rest 
and food for the soul in travel on its 
currents,

Days of LaSalle. 

The Ohio has a large place in the 
history of our race. On this route 
250 years ago birch canoes carried 
LaSalle and his first party of white 
men into the wilderness of the middle 
west. He was the first to visit the 
falls of Louisville, whose roar is this 
moment in my ears. Down this valley 
through sueceeding centuries poured 
the great human tide that pioneered 
the greatest agricultural mgiration in 
history. In turn came the explorer, 
the early settler, the 
sweep of farmers ever pressing back 
the frontier in search of virgin land 
and independent homes, the merchant, 
the manufacturer, the city builder, 
until this great valley is today one 
of the rich places of the earth. It 
is rich not alone in the sense of prop- 
erty but in the sense of happy and 
independent homes of virile men and 
women. From forefathers schooled of 
courage, adventure and independence, 
of a spirit tempered by hardships, 
have sprung a race of men and wom- 
en who have oft given leadership to 
the building of our republic. 

The improvement? of this great wa- 


ington first voiced its potentiality to 
our new-born nation. In _ reporting 
on one of his early journeys he said: 

“Prompted by these actual obser- 
vations, I could not help taking a 
more extensive view of the vast in- 
land navigation possibilities of the 
United States, both from maps and 
the observations of others as well as 
myself, and could not but be struck 
with the immense extent and impor- 
tanee of it and with the goodness of 
that Providence which has dealt its 
forces to us in so profuse a_ hand. 
Would to God that we may have the 
wisdom and courage to improve 
them.” 

Today, after this 160 years, Wash- 
ington’s prayer is come true in a great- 
er sense than even he dreamed. Other 
presidents in succession .ver our his- 
tory have striven for its development, 
from Jefferson on down.

The American people, I beleive, are 
convinced. What they desire is 3¢- 
tion, not argument. j may, however. 
mention that as the improvement of 
the Ohio and its tributaries has 
marched section by section during this 
past 12 years the traffic has grown

from 25,000,000 tons to over 50,000).- 
000 tons annually. Yet it is only te- 
day this great branch line is connect- 
ed with the main trunk of this trans- 
portation system, the Mississippi. It 
is only now that the full movement 
of goods can take place between he 
great cities of Pittsburgh, Cincinnati, 
Louisville, on one hand, and St. Lou's, 
Memphis, New Orleans, and the wide 
ocean on the other. 

With the completion of our national 
job on the Ohio, with the celebration 
of this day, we can well turn our 
minds toward the other great jobs in 
waterway improvement which lie be- 
fore us. The Ohio is but one sez- 
ment of the natural inland waterways 
with which Providence has blessed us. 
We have completed the modernization 
of but one other of the great segments 
of this system—that of the lower Mis- 
sissippi. 

Five or six years ago I had oppor- 
tunity to join with thoge many rep 
resentatives of the midwest in coun- 
cil as to the methods by which we 
could strengthen nationa 
the energetic development of the other 
parts of this great system. At thar 
time I suggested that all these tribw- 
taries of the Mississippi and the Gre» 
Lakes comprised a single great trans- 
portation system. That it must be de- 
veloped in vision of the whole and not 
in parts. 

For Modernization. 

Without delaying to traverse the 
detailed ramifications of these great 
natural waterways, I may well sun- 
marize their present condition and 
enunciate the policies of my admin- 
istration in respect to them: 

1. As a general and broad policy I 
favor modernizing of every part of 
our waterways which will show eco- 
nomic justification in aid of our farm- 
ers and industries, 

2. The Mississippi system comprises 
over 9,000 miles of navigable streams. 
I find that about 2,200 miles have 
now been modernized to nine feet 
depth, and about 1,400 miles have been 
modernized to at least six feet in 
depth. Therefore some 5,000 miles are 
yet to be connected or completed so as 
to be of purpose to modern commerce. 
We should establish a nine-foot depth 
in the trunk system. While it is desir- 
able that some of the tributaries be 
made accessible to traffic at six or 
seven feet .;et we should in the long 
view look forward to increasing th->- 
latter depth as fast as traffic justi- 
fies it. 

This administration will insist upon 
building these waterways as we woul: 
build any other transportation system 
—that is, by extending its ramifica- 
tions solidly outward from the main 
trunk lines. Substantial traffie or pub- 
lie service cannot be developed upon a 
patchwork of disconnected local im- 
provements and intermediate segments. 
Such patchwork has in past years been 
the sink of hundreds of millions of 
publie money. 

3. We must design our policies so as 
to establish private enterprise in sub- 
stitution for government operation of 
the barges and craft upon these water- 
ways. We must continue government 
barge lines through the pioneering 
stages, but we must look forward to 
private initiative not only as the 
cheapest method of operation but as 
the only way to assured and adequate 
public service. 

4. We should complete the entire 


Mississippi system within the next five 
years. We shall then have built a great 
| north and south trunk waterway en- 
tirely across our country trom the 
‘gulf to the northern boundaries, ani 
'a great east and west route, half way 
across the United States. Through the 
tributaries we shall have created a 


; 


| network of transportation. We shall 


then have brought a dozen great cities 
into direct communication by water; 
we shall have opened cheaper trans- 
portation of primary goods to the 
farmers and manufacturers of over a 
score of states. 

5. At the present time we have 
completed 746 miles of intracoastal 
canals. We still have approximately 
1.000 miles to build. We should com- 
plete this program over a period of 
less than 10 years. 

6. We should continue improvement 
of the channels in the Great Lakes; 
we should determine and construct 
those works necessary for stabilizing 
the lake levels. 

St. Lawrence Work. 


7. One of the most vital improve- 
ments to transportation on the North 
American continent is the removal of 
the obstacles in the St. Lawrence river 
to ocean-zgoing vessels inward to the 
Great Lakes. Our nation should under- 


| take to do its part whenever our Ca- 
' nadian friends have overcome those dit- 
| ficulties which lie in the path of their 
| making similar undertakings. I may 
say that I have seen a statement pub- 
lished lately that this improvement 
would cost such a huge sum as to 
make it entirely uneconomical and 
prohibitive. To that I may answer that 
after we have disposed of the electrical 
power we could contract the entire 


construction for less than $200,000,- | 


000, divided between the two govern- 
ments and spread over a period of 19 
years. 

8. We shall expedite the work of 
flood control on the lower Mississippi 
in every manner _possible. In_ the 
working out of plans we find it neces- 
sary to reconsider one portion of the 
project, that is, the floodway below 
the Arkansas, but work in other di- 
rections will proced in such fashion 
that there will be no delay of its com- 
pletion under the 10-year program as- 
signed to it. 

9. With the increasing size of ocean- 
going vessels and the constantly ex- 
panding volume of our commerce, we 
must maintain unceasing development 
of our harbors and the littoral water- 
ways which extend inland from them. 

10. The total construction of these 
works which I° have’ mentioned 
amounts to projects three and four 
times as great as the Panama Canal. 
In order that there may be no failure 
in administration, and as an indica- 
tion of our determinaffon to pursue 
these works with resolution, we have 
in the past month entirely recast the 
organization of this executive staff 
in the government. With the aj 
proval of the secretary of war, anid 
under the newly appointed chief of 
engineers, we have assigned to each 
of these major projects a single re- 
sponsible engineer. We thus secure 
a modern business organization, 
rect responsibility, and continuous ad- 
ministration. We wish to see these 
projects completed with all the ex- 
pedition which sound engineering wil! 
permit. We shall be able by this 
means to place responsibility, with- 
out question in ‘failure, and to give 
credit without question to the men 
'who bring thew great projects to suc- 
cessful completion. 

At the present time we are ex- 
/pending approximately $85,000,000 per 
annum on new construction and amain- 

tenance of these works. To com- 
plete these programs within the 
periods I have mentioned will require 
an increase in the government outlay 
by about $10,000,000 per annum not 
including the St. Lawrence; at most, 
including that item, an increase in 
our expenditures of say $20,000,000 
a year. A considerable proportion of 
this will end in five years’ time. It

Coroner’s Probe Under Way 
in Shooting Affray in 
Arkansas. 


Newport, Ark., October 23.—(/)— 
Sylvestery Stillwell, farmer, was held 
in the county jail today pending in- 
vestigation of a_ story told by two 
children that he killed two of the 
three ‘men slain yesterday in Oil 
Trough bottoms near here. Sheriff 
D, J. Nance said the two children of 
C. C. Starks, one of the men killed, 
contradicted the statement of Still- 
well that he killed John Heath after 
Heath had killed Starks and William 
Ash. 

A coroner’s investigation was un- 
der way today to determine the caliber 
of bullets which killed-the three. 


Sheriff Nance said an examination | 


of the pistols used showed Stillwell 
fired four times with a .32 calibgr 
pistol, using “short” cartridges. 
I{eath fired six times, Sheriff Nance 
said, using a .52 caliber pistol but 
firing .382-.20 caliber bullets, 

John, 13, and Nancy, 15, Straks’ 
children and the only witnesses to 
the killings, said their father was shot 
by Heath and were quoted by Sheriff 
Nance as saying Stillwell fired at 
Heath. Whether Ash was killed by 
bullets from Stillwell’s gun was. the 
object of the investigation. 

Stillwell admitted, Sheriff Nance 
said, he killed Heath, claiming self- 
defense. Stillwell, himself, was 
wounded slightly. 

The account of the shooting as 
pieced together by officers from the 
children’s and Stillwell’s stories, was 
that Heath, who lived on a_ house- 
boat on the White river, suspected 
Starks of stealing $2 from him. Starks 
also lived ag a houseboat. Heath 
found Starks and his two children 
picking cotton in Ash's

One corespondent points out that any weakness on the defensive 
or the defensive can be traced in the direction of making the game 
‘even safer for the coaches, with the result that the football games _of 
the near future will be largely static. 


He writes: 


“As you saw last Saturday, the new fumble rule certainly takes a lot 
of the drama out of the melodrama, if any, of our present-day football. 
But the passion for standardizing is reaching even, into our sports, as 
you have said, and soon the game may be mechanical and uninteresting. 

“The reason given for this ruling is that a fumble by one member 


of a superior team often penalizes unjustly that team. 


the more flagrantly a player errs, the lighter should be his punishment. 


Carry this reasoning to the obviously ridiculous limit and what have we? 
TH tell you. 


“Team A is about to punt and team A’s punter is a dandy. 
However, the right guard on team A momentarily forgets his as- 
signment while dreaming of the last rubber of bridge the previous 


evening. 


Consequently, some tough opponent flattens him and, 


eluding the protecting backs, blocks the kick. Now this should 
not be. A slight technical error on the part of A team’s guard 
should not penalize his ten earnest companijons, with the prob- 
able loss of the ball, to say nothing of the 40 to 60 yards in dis- 


tance. 


The solution is that if a punt is blocked owing to the
